On top of that 
we have an uncanny talent 
for insulting the ones we do 
invite. A frightenly 
l a r ge 
number of foreign students 
are bewildered and antago­ 
nized during their stay in the 
United States. They seldom 
get to know us for what we 
are. 
‘i t is a dismal commentary 
on our failure . . . that in 
Jap an, China and Germany, 
many of the leaders who were 
(and are) most vehhemently 
anti-American are those who 
were educated in the United 
States.“ 
Confusion Apparent 
Many foreign students be­ 
come withdrawn for lack of 
ability to speak English well 
enough, the rep ort said. Many 
are confused about what is 
exp ected of them in relation­ 
ships with the opposite sex.

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Neutrals Need Education 


Ev er Creeping 
Menade 


The United States has 
though there is yet much bitter controversy 
over it, that the world has grown to such 
a state that it no longer can be content 
with the administration of merely its own 
affairs. If the U.S. left the rest of the 
world to its own devices, it would be at 
the mercy of ruthless nations such as Rus­ 
sia and China which, as an integral part 
of their political philosophy, covet the lands 
and people of other nations. 
And if the aggressive communist powers 
were able to extend their control far 
enough, 
they 
would 
eventually arrive at a 
point of strength with 
which we would be 
unable to deal. 
We 
have come to k now that communism is a 
cancerous type of thing which never stops 
moving forward, which always seek s a new 
area of operation and exploitation. No such 
threat as this can be left alone or it will 
surely devour you. One does not face un­ 
armed a bear in the forest but rather, 
flees the animal as quick ly as possible. 
Some things simply require an active state 
of being. 
But no ne o f these things appears to hav e 
made much o f an impressio n upo n the neu­ 
tral natio ns o f the wo rld-headed by the 
surging Indian natio n under Prime Min- 
inister Jawaharlal Nehru. In a discussio n 
with U.S. Ambassado r to the United Na­ 
tio ns Adlai Stev enso n, Nehru seemed to be 
ex cusing the o ther neutrals fo r their lack 
o f co ncern o v er Russian o utrages against 
the wo rld. 
If these nations do not express the indig­ 
nation that such things as resumption of 
nuclear testing should provok e, he said, it 
is only because they are so preoccupied 
with their own local problems. This may 
be a good reason for some of the reaction 
of the neutral nations but it doesn’t hold 
much water on several counts. 


First and foremost is the fact that what 
the neutrals are doing will not .save their 
sk in. 
It IS possible that we may be able 
to do enough to save their sk ins, for a 
time at least, but this is certainly a dan­ 
gerous state of being for them 
If they 
become too concerned and involved with 
only their own problems, they may wak e 
up some fine morning to find that all their 
concern is to no avail. What good will it 
have done them to build up their own na­ 
tions only to fall victim to the imperialism 
of Russia? Whatever they have accom­ 
plished then would go to the benefit of the 
Soviet Union, not their own people. 
This is the pattern which is repeated 
throughout the Red empire of satellites.

The peo ple o f these satellites labo r and 
to il but the rewards o f their effo rts are 
sipho ned o ff fo r the So v iet Unio n. Bo th 
their pro ducts and their wealth are po ured, 
no t into their o wn eco no mies, but into the 
eco no my o f Russia and into the Russian 
war machine. So the neutral natio ns had 
better learn quickly that they hav e the 
cart befo re the ho rse. The first o rder o f 
business fo r them, fo r the wo rld, is to 
meet the threat o f co mmunism and o nce 
that has been do ne, then effo rts can be di­ 
rected into o ther channels. This is what 
the United States is do ing and we are far 
better equipped to be indifferent if we so 
desired than are the newer natio ns o f the 
wo rld o r the underdev elo ped natio ns. 


Of next importance is that the neutral 
nations are often at fault as much for 
what they do as for what they fail to do 
and Nehru’s explanation of things, if that 
is what you want to call it, has to do 
with only the latter state of affairs. It is 
bad enough that the neutral nations fail 
to stand up and be counted when it is ^ 
needed but it is worse that they even ac-w 
lively serve the cause of communism from 
time to time. 
This is what they do when they attend „ 
such a thing as the recent Belgrade con­ 
ference and issue stern warnings against 
Western colonialism, when they respond 
negatively to Western rights in Berlin, 
when they approve nuclear test controls 
without inspections and when they approve 
of thrce-man control of the United Nations. 
All of these things they have done, to 
the difficulty of the United States in her 
efforts 
to 
k eep 
the 
Russian bear from the 
door of still more na­ 
tions. Their attitude at 
times seems to be “ a 
plague on both your houses” and this is 
just fine with the Kremlin. Before this is 
tak en to mean something it does not, it 
should be i>ointed out that what the neu­ 
trals have done does not constitute grounds 
for our abandonment of them or concern 
for them. This would not be in k eeping 
with our tradition nor would it serve any 
useful purpose for us. At best, it would 
represent a spiteful action. 
It is time, however, that the neutral na­ 
tions begin to see more clearly which side 
Iheir bread is buttered on. Along with what 
must seem lik e an endless amount of other 
responsibilities, the U.S. should mak e a 
real effort to bring about greater under­ 
standing on the part of the neutrals as to 
what the present world conflict is all 
about.

Herschell I). Newsome, president of the 
National Grange, ha.s outlined an eight 
point program to solve the price and sur­ 
plus problems of American agriculture. 
Without going into the details of all the 
points, the essence i.-^ to remove, largely, 
the federal hand, and give the production 
and mark eting to producer-controlled or­ 
ganizations; mak e the producer pay for 
work of organizations and mak e the con­ 
sumer, rather than the taxpayer, foot the 
general bill through higher prices for farm 
products. 
This IS all very fine on paper, this dis­ 
tinguishing between a consumer and a tax­ 
payer, between federal con.straint and rule, 
not by the individual producer, but by a 
controlling organization, and between an 
actual free, competitive mark et and one 
affected by a combine of producers who 
rig the 
mark et by 
mutual 
agreement 
through their action agency. But it a’l 


won’t quite scald. 
The consumer and the taxpayer is one 
and the .',ame person, though perhaps under 
une role an individual might get soak ed a 
little harder than in his other role. But 
he IS .still the same. And a competitive m ar­ 
k et ceases to be one when it is rigged 
by any interest, whether it be the gov­ 
ernment, the organized producers, or the 
organized dealers. 
.So it all shak es down to the 
issue 
of 
which intcre.st shall be in charge of the 
public squeeze, and the question, whether 
the public-oriented government should hand 
all the power over to one of the several 
interests involved in the production, 
dis­ 
tribution and consumption of food. The pub­ 
lic interest happens to be paramount be­ 
cause food is a vital necessity, as vital as 
air or water. Its control cannot ever wisely 
be handed over to any lesser interest whose 
principle concern is its own fat and happy 
state. 
Sky Is Everybody' s Limit 


For each and every individual, the sk y 
may well be the limit of his expectations 
but reality is not always so k ind to us. We 
need to be not only ambitious but we must 
temper this with some degree of satisfac­ 
tion with what we have. Dr. Paul Flick er, 
executive secretary, emeritus, of the Na­ 
tional 
A socualion of 
.Secondary 
School 
Principal.-, may have lielieved him elf to he 
within these limits when he advocated a 
salary for teachers of from $10,000 to $15.000 
a year 
But Dr. Flick er would find a great many 
people in disagreement with him. He noted 
that general medical practitioners in the 
Midwest mak e about $20.000 a year and 
that training is comparable between the 
two professions. However, one does not 
need to assume that the level of income 
within the medical profession is correct 
within the bounds of our social and eco­ 


nomic order just because it is where it is. 
The simple existence of such an income 
proves nothing one way or another. .Many 
people will doubt that the average teacher 
today should be mak ing from $10,000 to 
$15,000 a year. There are many people in 
many professions who do not mak e this 
mueh money, despite an educational back ­ 
ground equivalent to teaching. It is ridicu­ 
lous. of course, to try to settle on any firm 
alary figure as absolutely right or wrong 
for teachers. 
There is the question of training or de­ 
grees, of ability, of experience, of locale, 
etc., all of which have an important bear­ 
ing on income. .Nor does it seem quite 
proper that we place such emphasis on 
“alary in our judgment of the rewards of 
the teaching profession. Dr. Flick er, we 
fear, has left a lot unsaid and may be ahead 
of his time.

In Catholic Church? 


WASHINGTON - The full 
hierarchy of the 
H o m a n 
Catholic 
church 
meets 
in 
Washington this week for the 
first time since J o hn 
Kennedy became the nation’s 
first Catholic president. The 
chief question on the minds 
of its more than 2(K) mem­ 
bers will lie the hierarchy’s 
opposition to Kennedy on aid- 
to-educalion. 
Many members favor an 
“ agonizing reappraisal” of 
the blunt statement by Arch­ 
bishop Karl J. Alter of Cin­ 
cinnati on March ,3 which 
represented an open break 
between the Catholic church 
and the first Catholic ever 
to become ¡^resident of the 
United States. 
.Statements in “The Pilot” 
by Richard Cardinal Cush­ 
ing, Kennedy’s friend in Bos­ 
ton, have made it clear that 
there has been a rift in the 
church in regard to aid-to- 
education and that A r c h- 
bishop 
.'Mter’s 
statement 
went too far. 
It did not go too far, how­ 
ever, lor Cardinal Spellman 
of New York , the prelate who 
i n f l u e n c e d 
Congress­ 
man Jam es J. Delaney of 
New York to cast the decid­ 
ing vote in the House Rules 
Committee which block ed all 
of Kennedy’s education pro­ 
posals. Spellman still appears

LIFB BEGINS AT FORTY: 
This Vegetarian Is Famed And Respected Doctor 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
Mo st vegetarians are re­ 
garded by phy sicians as be­ 
ing a bit peculiar. But a 
man 
generally 
acclaimed 
as o ne o f the wo rld’s great­ 
est phy sicians is no t o nly 
a vegetarian but a respect­ 
ed member o f the American 
Medical Asso ciatio n. 
He’s 8 1-y ear-o ld Dr. Har­ 
ry Willis Miller who , as a 
y o ung man, was phy sician 
to such big names as Alex ­ 
ander Graham Bell, William 
Jennings Bry an, and Wo o d- 
^ro w Wilso n. Later, he was 
liead o f Washingto n Sani­ 
tarium in the Natio n’s Capi­ 
to l, and then fo r the nex t 
30 y ears was a medical 
missio nary to China. 
During his brilliant y ears 
in the Orient he develo ped 
so y milk as a satisfacto ry 
substitute fo r animal milk, 


and wo n an internatio nal 
reputatio n as the wo rld’s 
fo remo st thy ro id surgeo n. 
These day s y o u’ll find him 
wo rking 10 and 12 ho urs a 
day as a medical co nsultant 
and lecturer here and in the 
F ar East. 
“Do y o u really believe 
vegetarians 
enjo y 
better 
health than us m eat eat­ 
ers?’’ I asked this famed 
phy sician when I met him 
in New Yo rk City recently . 
“ Yes, I do ,” he replied 
firmly . “The evidence isn’t 
fully co nclusive, but it’s ac­ 
cumulating 
rapidly . 
T h e 
mo st significant evidence is 
that assembled recently by 
the U.S. Public Health Of­ 
fice in its 
study o f the 
health reco rds o f appro x i­ 
mately 10,000 Adventists— 
mo st o f who m are vegetari­ 
ans. 
“The evidence was co n­ 


clusive in sho wing that Ad­ 
ventists suffer appro x imate­ 
ly 50 per cent less heart dis­ 
ease than the general pub­ 
lic. I happen to be an Ad­ 
ventist 
my self, 
and 
am 
well aware that tho se 
o f 
my faith spurn alco ho l, to ­ 
bacco , co ffee, and tea, and 
practice mo deratio n in all 
things. These facto rs pro b­ 
ably influence the lo w inci­ 
dence o f heart disease, but 
I think the absence o f meat 
in o ur diets has a great deal 
to do with it, to o .’’ 
I asked abo ut his perso nal 
diet. “F'o r breakfast I have 
either o atmeal o r cracked 
wheat, served with fat free 
milk and so me who le wheat 
to ast with perhaps 
so me 
jelly . Fo r luncheo n 1 have a 
meatless 
steak 
o r cutlet 
and so y milk b e ve r a g e , 
which gives me the pro tein

I need. 'In the evening I 
have vegetable so up, to ast, 
fruits, and a decaffeinated 
ho t drink.” 
His reference to “ m eat­ 
less steak” aro used my cur­ 
io sity , and he ex plained that 
his culinary parado x do es 
indeed ex ist. I have since 
learned fro m o ther so urces 
that Dr. Miller is o ne o f 
the real pio neers in vege­ 
table fo o d pro cessing hav­ 
ing develo ped in Arlingto n, 
Califo rnia — at the age o f 
70 — o ne o f the wo rld’s 
first fo o d pro cessing firms 
fo r 
making m e a t l e s s 
steaks, 
sho ps and 
cutlets 
fro m vegetable pro ducts. 
“ I’m in firm agreement 
with tho se who say j)eo ple 
do no t die — they kill them ­ 
selves,” co ncluded the go o d 
do cto r. “Over t h e y ears 
I’ve enco untered co untless 
patients in ho spitals all o ver 


the wo rld who had, in my 
o pinio n, created their o wn j 
phy sical wreckage by eating 
to o much rich, fatty fo o d 
and by failing to get eno ugh 
rest and mild ex ercise.” 
Dr. Miller — tall, erect, 
alert, and in vibrant phy si­ 
cal trim — is a splendid ad- 
vertisemnt fo r the so und­ 
ness o f his health and nu­ 
tritio n habits. Mo st o f his 
co ntempo raries have lo ng 
since turned their backs o n 
purpo seful wo rk and retired 
to their ro ckers. Bui o cto ­ 
genarian M i l l e r left the 
States y esterday o n a jet 
bo und fo r Ho ng Ko ng where 
he will spend two mo nths 
supervising co nstructio n o f 
a new ho spital.
